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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


It  being  the  consensus  of  the  Commission  that  no  further  land 
acquisition  be  attempted  at  present,  this  year  our  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  proper  management  of  the  land  now  owned.  To  this 
end,  signs  have  been  erected  naming  the  various  tracts  and  all  town 
forests  have  been  posted  to  prohibit  open  fires  and  the  use  of  motor- 
ized vehicles  other  than  snowmobiles. 

At  the  request  of  Chairman  Henry  Sanders  an  inventory  of  tim- 
ber on  a  portion  of  the  James  G.  Simonds  Memorial  Forest  was  made 
by  Coimty  Forester  Peter  Pohl.  He  reported  no  merchantable  timber 
at  present  on  the  area  he  cruised  but  there  is  the  possibility  of  some 
on  other  parts  of  that  Forest, 

At  Foss  Moimtain  the  old  barn  has  been  demolished  —  thus 
eliminating  a  considerable  fire  hazard,  and  the  gate  was  moved  down 
to  the  road  in  an  effort  to  stop  unauthorized  use  of  the  road  to  the 
top  of  the  mountain. 

Brooks  Pasture  yielded  5,646  pounds  of  blueberries  for  which 
$293.59  was  received. 

The  Planning  Board  and  the  Commission  cooperated  in  the  pur- 
chase of  detailed  Land  Use  and  Soil  Analysis  maps  of  the  Town  of 
Eaton.  These  maps  were  prepared  by  the  U.  S.  Soil  Conservation 
Service  and  will  be  of  great  value  to  the  Board  and  to  us  as  well  as 
to  any  person  considering  the  pmchase  or  sale  of  land  in  the  Town. 
Anyone  interested  in  reviewing  them  should  make  a  request  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  or  the  Commission.

Case  No.  75-2 

A  hearing  was  held  August  27,  1975  at  the  Town  Hall  concern- 
ing a  request  by  William  E.  Hally  for  an  exception  concerning  Ar- 
ticle V,  Section  2-C  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  The  appHcant  pro- 
posed to  use  a  recently  acquired  portion  of  Lot  147,  Town  of  Eaton 
Map,  adjacent  to  Cove  Camping  Area,  as  an  addition  to  the  exist- 
ing campground. 

Notices  were  sent  to  fom-  abutter. 

There  were  twenty  persons  present. 

A  formal  statement,  against,  was  received  and  read  and  two 
statements,  in  favor,  were  accepted  and  read. 

At  this  time,  it  was  brought  out  that  the  parcel  in  question  and 
being  discussed  was  much  larger  than  either  the  board  or  the  select- 
men had  been  given  to  understand,  therefore;  the  meeting  was  ad- 
journed until  a  total  of  sixteen  abutters  could  be  notified  of  another 
liearing. 

Case  No.  75-2A 

A  hearing  was  held  Nov.  22,  1975  at  the  Town  Hall  concem- 
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ing  a  request  by  William  E.  Hally,  Jr.,  for  a  variance  concerning  Ar- 
ticle V,  Section  2-C  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  The  applicant  pro- 
posed to  have  newly  acquired  land  at  West  shore  of  Conway  Lake, 
adjacent  to  Cove  Camping  Area,  zoned  as  Commercial. 

Notices  were  sent  to  sixteen  abutters. 

There  were  twelve  "interested"  persons  present. 

The  Board  received  two  letters  from  abutters  stating  "No  objec- 
tions" and  one  letter  "opposed." 

All  testimony  and  statements  received  at  previous  hearing  was 
accepted  as  pertinent  to  this  hearing. 

Six  "Interested  Parties"  showed  "No  Interest,"  four  indicated 
"No  Objection"  and  six  stated  "Objections." 

The  request  was  granted  by  a  unanimous  decision  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  present. 

"Resolved  that  a  Special  Excei^tion  is  granted  under  Article  V-B- 
2c  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  effective  March  6,  1973,  lo  permit  the 
"newly  acquired  land"  to  be  used  for  "tenting  or  travel-trailer  area" 
because  it  abuts  and  is  contiguous  with  the  present  Cove  Camping 
Area  already  in  use  for  that  pmpose." 

Case  No.  75-3 

A  hearing  was  held  Nov.  22,  1975  at  the  Town  Hall  concerning 
a  request  by  Francis  S.  &  Mary  P.  Gospodarek  for  a  special  excep- 
tion concerning  Article  V,  Section  A-2  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  The 
applicants  proposed  to  use  the  Palmer  House  as  a  Guest  House,  pro- 
viding accommodations  and  meal  service  on  a  year-round  basis. 

Notices  were  sent  to  eight  abutters. 

There  were  nine  "interested"  persons  present. 

One  statement  was  received  by  telephone  and  one  by  letter. 

The  subject  of  sewage  and  State  licensing  was  brought  up. 

The  only  objections  that  came  up  were  to  parking  on  Route 
153  and  to  the  possible  use  of  snow  vehicles  in  the  vicinity. 

The  request  was  granted  by  a  unanimous  decision  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  present. 

"Resolved  that  the  Special  Exception  is  granted  because  the 
building  was  used  for  transient  lodgings  from  the  time  of  its  con- 
struction in  1884  and  there  were  no  objections  presented  to  the 
board."
